For bodily exerciſe profiteth little: but godli- 
neſs is profitable unto all things, having 
promi iſe of the life that now is, and of that 


which is to come. 


AF 2% HOULD we conſider this Text as a 
5 8 EX = Sentence by itſelf, and form our Judg- 
be ment of the Meaning of it from the 


Senſe which the Words in their full 
Latitude might import; it would look 


as if the Apoſtle promiſed the good Things of this 
Life to the idle and unactive Part of Mankind, pro- 
vided they were Godly, and by intimating bodily 
Exerciſe or Labour to be an uſeleſs Part of human 
Actions, diſcourage one of the main Branches of that 
charitable Undertaking we are met to cheriſh and 


promote.

promote. But it is impoſſible that St Paul could _— 
any ſuch Meaning as this: St Paul, who in the grea 
Exigencies of the Infant Chriſtian Church, had ou 
gone his Right of Maintenance, miniſtring with his 
own Hands occaſionally to his own Neceſſities; and 
who had given it in charge to the 7. ze alan ans, 2d 
Epiſt. ch. iii. ver. 10. That if any would not work, nei- 
ther ſhould he cat; could never mean to ſet true Re- 
ligion and honeſt Induſtry at variance; or to ſuggeſt 
an Imagination, that the temporal Wants or Proſperity 
of any People would be ſupplied, without an Appli- 
cation of the natural Means, appointed by the Wiſdom 
of Providence for the attaining them. 

INDEED, upon a cloſer View of the Text, neither 
the Meaning of the original Word [qyurzciz] nor the 
Analogy of the Context, doth well admit of ſuch an 
Interpretation; but rather leads to a Compariſon be- 
tween Bodily Exerciſes and Spiritual in Matters of a 
religious Nature. For however natural it might be to 
hope, when the practical Doctrines of the Goſpel were 
tully known to the World, that by the plain Simpli- 
city of the poſitive Inftitutions, and rational Rule of 
Life recommended by them, our holy Religion muſt 
have effectually convinced the Underſtandings, and 
gained the Hearts of all, who had any Senſe of a Deity, 
or of the Duties to Him and to one another: How- 
ever clear and intelligible the Morality of the Goſpel is 
delivered, ſtrongly founded in the Principles of right 
Reaſon, and enforced by every Conſideration, that 
could any way contribute to the real and laſting Hap- 

pineſs 
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— of Mankind: However ſpiritual and ſincere the 
Worſhip of the Heart is enjoined to be under the 
Chriſtian Diſpenſation; yet fo ſtrangely depraved, and 
ſo oddly compounded are the Faculties of the human 
Soul, that we find few of the firſt Converts in a Diſ- 


poſition to receive the Truth, plain as it was delivered 
to them. 

Many of the Jewiſh Converts became Judaiz- 
ing Chriſtians, and thought the Practice of Virtue 
and Piety upon mere Goſpel Principles barren and je- 
june, without the Addition of ſome of their own legal 
Ceremonies, . The Gentiles wanted to retain part of 
their Heatheniſh Superſtition, and to partake of the 
Lord's Table at the fame time with the Tables of 
their own Idols: And almoſt all feem to have been 
carried away with a Notion, that in the Exerciſes of 
their Devotion ſomewhat more was expected than the 
Profeſſion of their Faith in a crucified Saviour, and 
Addreſſes to God for the Pardon of their Sins through 
Him; and to be enabled in their Converſation to 
vern themſelves by his Example and Precepts. A very 
little Attention to the Canonical Epiſtles, to thoſe of 
St Paul in particular, will ſhew that one of the prin- 
cipal Drifts of them was to rectify Miſtakes of this 
kind in Practice; and the Succeſs was anſwerable to 
their Deſign. The Influence of the Apoſtolick Wri- 
tings to diſſipate the Miſts of Heatheniſh Idolatry and 
Superſtition, as well as to aboliſh the Formalities of 


the Jewiſh Law, was generally ſpeaking prevalent in 
the firſt Ages of Chriſtianity,

Bur what is very obſervable, the Apoſtle limits not 
his Care on this Behalf to his own Time ; he extends 
his View to Futurity, and leaves the Text with Ti mo- 
thy. as an Antidote againſt thoſe ſuperſtitions Prac- 
tices, which he forefaw would be the Produce of Af. 
ter-Ages. Now the ſpirit (ſays he, at the Beginning 
of the Chapter) ſpeaketh expreſſly, that in latter times 
ſome ſhall depart from the faith, giving heed to ſedu- 
cing ſpirits, and dofirines of devils; ſpeaking lyes in 
hypocriſy, having their conſcience. ſeared with a hot iron; 

forbidding to marry ; and commanding to abftain from 
meats, which God hath created to be received with 
thankſgiving of them which believe and know the truth. 

For every creature of God is good, and nothing to be 
refufed, if it be received with thankſgroing. For it is 
ſanctiſſed by the word of God and prayer. It is almoſt 
impoſſible to read this prophetick Paſſage of Scripture, 
without applying it to thoſe ſuperſtitious Tenets and 
Ufages, which have for many Years overſpread the 
greateſt Part of Chriſtendom under the Sanctions of 
Papal Authority. | 

War other Party of Chriftians ever dealt ſo much 
in lying Wonders, and deluding the People with an 
hypocritical Pretence to the Spirit of Infallibility, as 
the Leaders of the Church of Rome? Upon what 

Teachers are the Doctrines of Devils chargeable, 
if not upon thoſe who are ready to call down 
Fire from Heaven upon every Occaſion. againſt thoſe 
who will not receive them; and to perſecute with 
Fire and Faggot, and horxid Maſſacres, all that dif- 
fer in Opinion with them? Are Vows of Celibacy 

| and 
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and Diſtinctions of Meats, meritorious Acts of Reli- 
gion in the Account of any other Sect of Chriſtians ? 
Or bodily Exerciſes and Auſterities reckoned equivalent 
to the Practice of every focial Virtue, by any bat 
Monks of the Romiſb Perſuaſion? Had the Apoſtle 
himſelf lived till theſe latter Times, he could hardly 
have deſcribed the Iniquity and Folly of that Perſua- 
fion in more lively Colours and Expreſſions: And what 
is his Concluſion upon them? Why? That bodtly ex- 
erciſe profiteth little : but godlineſs is profitable unto all 


things, having promiſe of the life that now is, and of 


that which is to come : Of every thing good, both 
here and hereafter. | 

LET us then conſider a little more at large the 
Truth of St Paul's Doctrine in the Text: It falls in 
with the Buſineſs of our preſent Meeting ; will furniſh 
us with an Application very appoſite to this Charity ; 
and if we are deſirous ourſelves of partaking the Re- 
wards of Chriſtianity, points out the religious Practice 
by which they are to be obtained. 

Now if by bodily Exerciſes we underſtand the 
whole Exterior of Religion ; every religious A& and 
Deed wherein the corporeal Organs are made uſe of; 
every Word ſpoken to expreſs our Senſe of God, and 
our Inclination to obey him: The Meaning of the 

Apoſtle would be even then in the comparative Senſe 
it is here put, intelligible and true. He fays not, that 
bodily Exerciſe is quite inſignificant and uſeleſs, but 
that it profiteth little, Expreſſions of our Duty to 
God by Acts of Abſtinence and Faſting, by outward 


Deeds 
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Deeds of Devotion- and Charity, may be very uſeful 
to reſtrain the exorbitant Cravings of our vicious Ap- 
petites, and to preſerve the intellectual Faculties clear 
and free: They are of good Report, and may be 
available by Example to excite and encourage a Spirit 
of Piety in one another; and as it is impoſſible for 
the true Senſe and Sincerity of our Minds to be made 
known to our Fellow Chriſtians, but by Words and out- 
ward Geſtures; ſo far as theſe correſpond with Truth, 
and are conformable to the real Sentiments of our 
Hearts, they are of very conſiderable Benefit to cultivate 
the Growth of Piety in our own Hearts, and promote a 
right Senſe of it in thoſe we converſe with. But even 
in this moſt advantageous Light of bodily Exerciſe, it 
profiteth little, compared with ſolid Piety and Virtue. 
It profiteth only as a commendable Means, to the moſt 
glorious End of Man's Being : It profiteth only like 
Food and Raiment to the Preſervation. of Health ; or 
like Medicines to recover it. But is not life more than 
meat ? and the body than raiment ? Is not the En- 
joyment of Health of infinitely greater Value than the 
Drugs and Regimen made uſe of to procure it ? Even 
ſo bodily exerciſe profiteth little, but godlineſs 1s profita- 
ble unto all things. 

Wär Health is to the Body, That is Piety to 
the Soul; a ſound Habit, which is neceſſary to give a 


Reliſh to all the Pleaſures we are capable of enjoying; 
the only Ingredient that can make them permanent 
and real. It is what the Scriptures recommend under 
the Repreſentation of the Kingdom of God *% ” 

igh- 
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Righteouſneſs : And fince upon the moſt intimate Ac- 
quaintance with human Nature, as well as from Reve- 
lation, this Habit of Mind is found to be the Point of 
Perfection every rational Creature ought for his own 
ſake, as well as the Glory of God, to aſpire after: It 
certainly ought always to be of the firſt and higheſt 


Eſtimation, above every other Attainment wherewith 
the human Mind can poſſibly be adorned. 


So far then as the external Acts of Religion con- 
duce to enlighten and invigorate the natural Powers 
of the human Soul; ſo far as they help to confirm our 
Reſolutions to act conformably to the Will of God; 
to ſubdue every irregular Thought and Paſſion that 
would exalt itſelf in oppoſition to our reaſonable Duty; 
and to form every good Inclination and Action into a 
ſettled Habit of Piety and Virtue ; fo far are they of 
very great Service in all the ordinary Proceedings of 
Life, and deſerve our Attention to obſerve them. In 
our preſent Condition and Circumſtances indeed, 
whilſt the Soul is ſo united with a Body as to be un- 
der a Neceſſity of uſing corporeal Inſtruments, . both 
to increaſe its own Stock of Knowledge and commu- 
nicate with others: The pious Man is under a Neceſ- 
2 of paying his Adoration to the ſu preme Being with 

his Body, as well as with his Spirit. His Religion 
otherwiſe would be nothing more than a kind of men- 
tal Quietiſm : flat and inſipid to his own Breaſt ; bar- 
ren and uſeleſs to all around him. But this is far from 
reaching St Paul's Senſe of the Word Godlineſs : For 
| how could it then be profitable to all Things? Nay, 


Hilti B he 
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he himſelf has recommended Works of Meortification 
and Self-denial as neceſſary Duties, in other Paſſages 
of his Epiſtles. He exhorts the Hebrews to provoke 
one another to Love and to good Works, and reprove 
the Manner of thoſe who, forſook the afſembling 
themſelves; together for the Service of God; and has 

left one very ſignificant Precept for the 3 Regula 
tion of thoſe Aſſemblies, That every Thing ſhould be 
decently, and in order. Nay, perhaps, if an Enquiry 
were Sd intothe Cauſes of the Decay of Piety among 
Proteſtants, more would be placed to the Neglect of 
the ſolemn Times and Places appointed for publick 
Worthip ; to a Contempt of Seafons ſet apart for reli- 
gious Purpoſes, than to any other Cauſe whatever. 
Mental Religion alone, however refined it may be to 
Perſons in Retirement, will never do for Societies of 
Men. They will be always governed more by Ex- 
ample, than Precept; and live by Imitation, rather 
than Maxims deduced from their own Speculation and 
Reaſon. Numbers of Men have not a Capacity to in- 
veſtigate all the Rules of Religion and Piety, neceſſary 
to conduct them to Happineſs; and more want Lei- 
ſure from the unavoidable Exigencies and Occupations 
of Liſe, to do it. And how then ſhould theſe ever 
hope to reap the Advantages promiſed as the Reward 
of Godlineſs, if thoſe who have both Capacity and 
Leiſure do not ſhew them the Way by a good - Ex- 
ample? It is highly incumbent therefore upon all 
who have it in their Power, for the ſake of others as 


well as for their own e to obſerve every 
Regulation 
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Regulation neceſſary for keeping up a Face of Reli- 
gion; to be conſtant in their Attendance upon publick 
Worſhip, and ſerious in the Exerciſe of it. For in 
this Reſpect bodily Exerciſe profiteth greatly; though 
not like Godlineſs, unto all Things; the Profit of it 
receiving the whole Value from that Godlineſs which 
it — 


Bo T, Secondly, St Paul's Words may be explained 
in another Way of Interpretation, agreeably to what 
I before hinted, and as expreſſive of that fort of reli- 
gious Practice; which would ſubſtitute bodily .Exer- 
ciſe in the Place of Godlinefs, and make ſome external 
Obſervances equivalent to the Practice of ſincere Piety 
and ſocial Virtue. 

Tux Verſes preceding the Text ſeem rather to lead 
us to this Meaning of it. For as the Apoſtle there 
takes Notice of Marriage, and Diſtinctions of Meats; 
of Matters left indifferent to the Choice of every one, 
to practiſe or let alone according to his Diſcretion; as 
he takes notice of theſe, I fay, being made Matters 
of Conſequence in Religion, and difallows 'any De- 
gree of Holineſs to belong to them, any otherwiſe 
than as they are ſanctified by the Word of God and 
Prayer: It ſhould rather ſeem to be his Intention in 
this Paſſage to diſcountenance the ſetting up any Thing 
for Religion; which was not ſo; than to make a Com- 
parifon between the outward Modes of Rehgion, and 
inward Piety of the Heart. And in this View, very 


little indeed doth bodily Exerciſe profit. Is it not 


B 2 rather 
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rather a Means of deluding the Conſcience, and lulling 


it aſleep, under a Notion that the Guilt it has con- 
tracted may be expiated, without the Trouble of a 
thorough Change of Mind by Repentance ? For how 
eaſily would a religious Character be obtained, if a 
ſcrupulous Exactneſs in obſerving a few outward Ce- 
remonies would do it? If the counting over of Beads 
were a ſufficient Penance for indulging every Irregula- 
rity of the Deſires of the Heart; if a temporary Ab- 
ſtinence from ſome particular Kinds of Food, would 
atone for the Exceſſes of Intemperance at every other 
Seaſon; if a Pilgrimage, and offering ſome ſmall Mat- 
ter at the Shrine of an imaginary Saint, would pro- 
cure a Pardon for Crimes of the blackeſt Nature; for 
Oppreſſion and Injuſtice, Rapine and Cruelty, Perjury 
and Murder; and even an Indulgence in Practices of 
the fame Kind in Time to come: Who would be at 
the Pains and Trouble of ſetting a Watch upon his 
Heart, of correcting all the irregular Intents and 
Purpoſes of it, and of ſubduing his Will and Affec- 
tions to the Obedience of Faith in the Goſpel ? 

Bou x ſurely, ſo little Profit is there in Practices of 
this Kind, that hardly any Thing could be thouglit of 
more deſtructive to the true Intereſt and Happineſs of 
Mankind. Deſtructive in every View, as they ſtrike 
at the very Root of all Virtue and Goodneſs ; as they 
tend to unhinge all the Bands of Society; and - moſt 
fatally to delude Men into a Security, that they are 
doing what is acceptable to God, and pleaſing Him, 
oe Means the moſt likely to put it out of their Power 


Ver 
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ever to ay, it. For when once the Follies of Superſti- 
tion have ſo far gained an Aſcendant over the Judg- 
ment, as to ſet Religion and Virtue at enmity, and 
ſuggeſt even'a Poſlibility of being a religious, without 
being an honeſt and good Man ; who can tell where 
ſuch Follies will end? The Deluſion i is too flattering 
to Fleſh and Blood, not to have ſome Attention paid 
to it: Few Men that ever think of Death and an 
After-Reckoning, but would be glad to be well pre- 
pared for it ; to embrace a Scene of infinite Happineſs 
hereafter upon Terms ſo eaſy, and conſiſtent with the 
Indulgence of their headſtrong and mad Paſſions; and 
to be carried ſtraight into Abraham's Boſom, from a 
Life of Voluptuouſneſs and Riot. 

IN Fact, does not the Hiſtory of Religion in all 
Ages, ſhew the general Bent of Mankind to ſuch ſu- 
perſtitious Uſages? their Deſire to propitiate the Deity 
by bodily Rites and Exerciſes; and their Hopes of ap- 
peaſing Him by coſtly Sacrifice and Offerings? The 
Gentile Superſtition conſiſted in theſe Things only ; and 
notwithſtanding the moſt excellent Moral Law was 
the immediate Gift of God himſelf to the eib People, 


and that with the moſt remarkable Circumſtances of 


Majeſty and Awe : yet we find by the Complaints of 
all the Prophets and good Men amongſt them, that 
the Ritual and Ceremonial Law was the chief Object 
of their Care and Obſervance; and that they were 


even with Difficulty to be reſtrained from bowing 
the Knee to Baal. 


ONE 
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Ons principal Part of the Errand upon which eve- 
ry Prophet was ſent to that People, was to reprove 
thoſe very Practices; to mark the Preference that was 
due to Mercy before Sacrifice, to Godlineſs before 
bodily Exerciſe; and to prepare them for the Recep- 
tion of the Meſfiah, as well by foreſhewing the Na- 
ture of his Kingdom, as of his Perſon and Sufferings. 
The ſingle Authority of Jaiab, in the Introduction to 
his elevated Prophecy, is ſufficient to eſtabliſh this 
Truth. To what purpoſe is the multitude of your ſa- 
crtfices to me, faith the Lord? ver. 11. I am full of 
the burnt-offerings of rams, and the fat of fed beaſts ; 
F delight not in the blood of billocks, or of lambs, or of 
he-goats. ver. 13. Bring no more vain oblations : 
incenſe is an abomination unto me; the new moons and 
fabbaths ; the calling of aſſemblies T cannot away with ; 
rf is iniquity, even your ſolemn meeting. Your new 
moons, and your appointed feaſts, my foul hateth + they 
are a trouble unto me; I am weary to bear them. And 
when ye ſpread forth your hands, I will hide mine eyes 
from you; yea, when ye make many prayers, Iwill not 
hear. And what is the Reaſon of God's Diſpleaſure 
againſt theſe Rites and Sacrifices of his own appoint- 
ing ? Why? the Iniquity of his People 1/rae/; or, as 
it is well expreſſed in one Word following; Tour 
hands are full of blood. 

W oRÞs could not give a more full Deſcription of 
the corrupted State of Religion among the Jews at 
that Time; or of the little avail of external Rites, 
when they were not c accompanied with a ſuitable Sanc- 
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tity of Manners. But hear how the Prophet goes on, 
(ver. 16.) Waſh: ge, make you clean; put away: the evil 
of. your doings from before mine eyes: ceaſe to do evil, 
learn to do well ; ſeek judgment, relieve the oppreſſed, 


judge the fatherleſs ; plead for the widow. And what 


will be the Conſequence of theſe Works of Piety and 
Goodneſs ? It follows; Come now, and let us reaſon 
together, ſaith the Lord : Though your fins be as ſcar- 
let, they ſhall be white as ſnow ; "thixgh they be red 
lite crimſon, they ſhall be as wobl. If ye be willing 
and obedient, ye ſball eat the good-of the land. 

I nave quoted the Paſſage more at large, becauſe 
it.is a kind of Paraphraſe upon the Text; and ſhews 
not only the Correfpondence of the two Divine Teach- 
ers, at thoſe diſtant Times, in the Nature and Truth 
of their Doctrine; but their Agreement in the Reaſon 
of applying it, (vig. ) the general Diſpoſition of Man- 
kind to run their Religion into Superſtition; and to 
ſubſtitute Rites of little or no intrinſick Value in the 


Room of true Piety. 


Perm APs the Gentiles, who wanted the Light of 
Revelation to direct them, might be in ſome ſort ex- 
cuſable; and the Jeu, who had a large Ceremonial 
Law enjoined them, find ſomewyhat of a Reaſon from 
thence. to palliate their Practice. But turn over the 
New Teſtament from one End to the other - confider 
every Doctrine and every Inſtitution ; recollect every 
Precept and every Promiſe you have learnt there; and 
you will find all directed to the fame Mark, and con- 


Ping to ſtrengthen and eſtabliſh the Cauſe of Godli- 


neſs 
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Apoſtle's Rule, in refuſing what he calls N and 


neſs and Virtue. The Practice of theſe only, through 
Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, will entitle us to the Bleſſings of 
the Goſpel, and open an Entrance into the 1 
of Heaven. 

War then muſt be our Opinion of thoſe 
Teachers, who would uſurp the Keys, and open an 
Entrance through the broad Way of Sin and Superſti- 
tion? who by their Penances and bodily Auſterities ; 
by their Maſſes for the Living and for the Dead, and 
by the ſuperabundant Stock of good Works laid up in 
Store by their religious Monks, will undertake to ex- 
tinguiſh the crying Guilt of even Perfidy and Murder ; 
and engage to make Saints of ſuch flagitious Wretches 
as, when living, were a Reproach to human Nature, 
and diſgraced it by their Deaths? So great in their 
Account is the Profit of bodily Exerciſes, as if the 
Reverſe of the Apoſtle's Doctrine were true; and the 
Promiſe of the Life that now 1s, as well as that which 
is to come, . appropriated to it. But Thanks be to 
God, we have not fo learned Chriſt : Thanks to his 
good Providence for leaving the Fountain of living 
Waters open, for every one to go draw for his own 
Uſe : Thanks to Him, for preſerving an outward Pro- 
feſſion of his holy Religion, eſtabliſhed upon ſuch 
Rules amongſt us, as cannot, without the utmoſt 
Weakneſs and Folly, be perverted to any other Pur- 
poſe, than promoting the good Cauſe which is pro- 
fitable to all Things. But how can we fo effectually 
expreſs our Gratitude to God, as by following the

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old ui ves fe ables , and exercifmg our ſehves unto godli- 
—y  - | 

1 15 is an Exerciſe in every View uſeful and ſalu- 
tary, and becoming human Nature; being that alone 
which truly and ultimately anfwers the End of out 
Creation. It is an Exerciſe which tends to ſtore the 
Mind with uſeful Knowledge; to clear the Judgment, 
to ſubdue the extravagant Sallies of Paſſion, to rectify 
the Will, and direct every Faculty of the Soul to the 
only true Object of its Reft and Happineſs. Nay, it is 
an Exerciſe, with which the Comfort and Pleaſure of 
every real Enjoyment of the preſent Life is very cloſely 
connected. For, does not Health and Reputation, and 
whatever is called the external Goods of Fortune, de- 
pend more upon the Exerciſe of Temperance and Pru- 
dence, of Beneficence and Juſtice, than upon any other 
Cauſe? Can any other human Means, can all of them 
together, contribute ſo much to avert the common 
Evils of Life, of Pain and Sickneſs, of Dejection and 
Sorrow, as a Courſe of Piety and Virtue? or to ſup- 
port and cheer the Spirit under them, as a Conſciouſ” 
neſs of her own Integrity ? To enumerate all the Ad- 
vantages of Piety, would be to recolle& and lay before 
you every Thing that deſerves the Name of excellent 
and perfect in itſelf; every Thing that can have any 
Share in improving and adorning human Nature. The 
wiſe Man very well comprizes them all in two ſhort 
Sentences, deſcribing of Wiſdom, by which he means 
the ſame Thing with Godlineſs : Length of days is in 
her. right hand, and in her left hand riches and honour : 
C Her 
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Her ways are ways of. pleaſantneſs, and all ler paths 
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Allow me to apply what has been ſaid, and I will 
have done. — Seeing then that the natural Reward of 
virtuous and religious Practices, reſulting from the very 
Conſtitution of our Beings, is defirable and great ; and 
the Promiſe of God annexed to it infinitely greater ; 
let the Sum of our Cares and Endeayours center in the 
Advancement of this Practice. There is nothing in it 9 
harſh or unprofitable, but what we make ſo by our % 
own Negligence and Miſtakes : nothing inconſiſtent it 
either with Buſineſs or Pleaſure; if the one be juſt, 
and the other innocent. It is Iniquity in tranſacting 
Affairs, and Exceſſes or Unlawfulneſs of Pleaſure, that 
makes them interfere with the Exerciſe of Godlineſs, 
and has put Men upon inventing ſuch Exerciſes to 
appeaſe the Anger of God, and ſolicit his Favour, as 
have brought Diſcredit upon Religion, by reſtoring to 
it in Popiſh Countries no better an Appearance, than 
of Heatheniſh Superſtition. But ſeeing that we are 
happily reformed from every Abuſe of this kind ; and 
the Profeſſion of our holy Religion is plann'd out upon 
the Model of Truth and Liberty; ought not our Zeal 
for the Preſervation of it always to keep Pace at leaſt 
with the Zeal of our Enemies to deſtroy it ?. Miſtake 
me not, as if I meant to inflame your Zeal to. that 
Degree of Fire and Fierceneſs wherewith our Enemies 
are uſually animated: The Zeal I would recommend 
is, d to knowledge ; ſuch a Warmth of Affec- 3 
tion 1 
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tion and Inclination to our holy Proteſtant Religion, 
as will never ſuffer us to ſlacken our Endeavours to 
maintain the publick Profeſſion of it among ourſelves, 
and enlarge its Intereſt among our Neighbours: Such 
a Zeal for the Cauſe of Truth and Godlineſs, as will 
open our Hearts, and influence our Wills to help thoſe 
to Inſtruction, who are not in a Capacity to help 


themſelves; as will never allow Self- Intereſt, or any 


wayward Paſſion, to eſtrange our Love, or ſhut up our 
Purſes againſt them. 7 
AND, ſurely, among the many excellent Charities 
which by the Bleſſing of Providence abound in this 
Nation, that which we are now met upon very juſtly 
merits the Attention of the Great and Wealthy ; of 
every one who is ſerious in his Religion, or the Exer- 
ciſe of his Benevolence. For whether we conſider the 
Objects of the Charity themſelves ; Greater cannot well 
fall within our Notice: or the Publick, whereof they 
are Members ; A readier Way to make them uſeful 
could not be thought of. Whether we have it in 
View to promote the temporal Intereſt of the poor 
Iriſh Children; there cannot be a ſurer Way, than to 
train them up early to a Life of Induſtry and Labour : 
Or their Eternal ; than to imprint upon their tender 
Minds the Knowledge of the Holy Scriptures. So 
that in the Exerciſe of this Charity, we may truly be 
ſaid to exerciſe the Objects of it to that Godlineſs, 
which, if it be not their own Fault, will to them be 


profitable unto all Things; and at the ſame Time aſ- 


ſure ourſelves of a Reward.

To enlarge upon all the Uſes of this laudable Un- 
dertaking, would not fall within the Compaſs either 
of my Time or Skill. Many of the moſt advantage- 
ous 'Topicks have been copiouſly handled,” before one 
or other of the Siſter Societies of the two Iftands': 
and the Members of the Societies have great Reafon 
hitherto to rejoice in the Fruits of their Labour, and 
the growing Profpect of their uſeful Charity. Only 
one Thing more, flowing immediately from my Sub- 
je, give me Leave to obſerve, and to conclude with. 

SINCE it is the Happinefs of theſe Nations to have 
the freeſt Enjoyment of their Religion of any Nation 
upon Earth ; of their Religion, according to what 
every one may learn for himſelf in the inſpired Wri- 
tings, clear of all the traditional and ſinful Follies of 
Popiſh Superſtition : Since they have a Proſpect of the 
Continuance of this ineſtimable Bleſſing to themſelves 
and their Poſterity, under the mild Government of a 
truly illuſtrious and Proteſtant King and his Family : 
Let it never be in the Power of thoſe who come after 
us to ſay of this Generation, that either by a total 
Diſregard to Religion or Indifference about the Means 


of preſerving it, they are deprived of thoſe Bleſſings 


which we enjoy'd. Now what Means could be pro- 
poſed more hkely to be preventive of ſuch Miſchief, 
than the Erecting of Proteſtant Working Schools, in 
the Way they are conducted by theſe Societies? For 
whatever Danger may ariſe from the ſubtle Working 
of Popiſh Emiſfaries in this Kingdom, (who have not, 
I fear, been idle of late Years) however by their 

falſe 
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falſe Suggeſtions and ſecret Intrigues they may lead 
captive ſome few of weak Underſtanding and Judg- 
ment; yet the principal Danger is not from hence. 
The greateſt Danger muſt ariſe where the Papiſts are 
the moſt numerous ; the People kept in the greateſt 

Ignorance, and even ſoothed by their Prieſts in Beg- 
gary and Idleneſs. But to leſſen theſe Numbers; to 
cure that Ignorance ; to introduce a Spirit of Induſtry, 
and a proportionable Increaſe of Plenty, into a King- 
dom linked in the fame Intereſts, and under the ſame 


Government with ourſelves, is the glorious Deſign I 
could wiſh to recommend 


Go on then and proſper, under the Direction of a 
good God, in thus exerciſing yourſelves unto Godli- 
neſs! Keep the End of your Charity always in view; 
and let not any frivolous Objections byaſs, or tempo- 
rary Obſtructions deterr You, from purſuing all the 
probable Means of attaining it. In the very Nature of 
Things, it muſt be a Work of Time to carry your 
Deſign to Perfection. Perſevere ſteadily in what You 
have. ſucceſsfully begun ; and I pray and truſt to the 
great God, that He will in his own good Time make 
good to us all the Promiſe of the life that now is, 


and of that which is to come, thro' Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord: Amen.

HE flow Advances which the Proteſtant Religion, and a 
| _ Spirit, of Induſtry, had made among the common People of 


Ireland, for above an Age paſt, being obſerved by ſome 
worthy Perſons of this Kingdom, they formed themſelves 
into a voluntary Society for ſetting up Parochial Schools, as the beſt 
Remedy they could provide in that Caſe. | 
 Hereupon many ſuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin and ſome other 
chief Cities and Towns, under the Encouragement and Direction of 
ſeveral of the Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry and Clergy ; as a Means 
to forward the good Work; but after the Experience of man 
Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did not anſwer their Expec- 
tation ; for the Children being taught as Day-Scholars only, and 
afterwards put out. Apprentices and Servants, not far enough from 
their own Homes, their Popiſh Parents and their Prieſts had too 
frequent Acceſs to them, and often found Means to draw them back 


to Popery, juſt at that Point of Life, when Children eg to be 
ee of religious Impreſſions, |

But 
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But this Scheme, even though it had not failed in any Part, was 
very inſufficient to anſwer the End of a general Reformation ; for 
as the major Part of thoſe Scholars were the Children of Proteſtants, 
the Number of young Converts made in thoſe Schools were very 
imall, and could not have turned the Balance againſt Popery in the 
Space of ſome Centuries. Re: , 

It was therefore judged neceffary to find out fome-vther Expedi. 
ent, that might operate more extenſively and effectually, to the ge- 
feral Converſion and Reformation of the poor Natives. And the 
Expedient at laſt happily choſen, was to apply to His Majefty b 
Petition, that he would-by his Charter incorporate a Sbetery, Vick 
Powers for erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, wherein 
the Children of poor Papiſts, and other poor Natives, ſhould be 
inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongue (which many of them cannot ſpeak) 
and in the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty.  _ *- Bs 
An humble Pctition was accordingly e to His Majeſty, 
dated the 17th Day of April, 1730, Mick figned by their Excel. 
lencies the then Lords Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, of the Commons, the Clergy, and other 
principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon His Majeſty, 
through the favourable Interpoſition of his Grace the Duke of Dor- 
fet, then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was graciouſly pleaſed to g. 
his Royal Charter for the Purpoſes before mentioned, bearing "Wh 
the-24ch Day of Ofopcr;, . ! 

On the 6th Day of February following, the faid Charter was ſolemnly 
opened and read in the Council Chamber in Dublin, in Preſence of 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, and many of the Nobility and Gen- 
try. The Officers directed by the Charter were immediately choſen, 
and a Subſcription Book opened for carrying on the good Work. 

Many Perſons of Rank and Diſtinction fubſcribed largely, among 
whom the late Earl of Ki/dare deſerves to be mentioned with great 
Honour and Gratitude, for his Bounty of Five Hundred Pounds; 
which was followed by another Benefaction from the ſame Hand, 
for encouraging the School at Caſtledermat; and by a Legacy of 
Fifteen Hundred Pounds. N 6 T. te 70 > Sc, 

But as the Effects of this Charter could not be obtained in their 
fall Latitude, without keeping the Children apart from their Parents, 
and maintaining them in Meat, Drink and Cloathing, and erecting 
Houſes for their Accommodation, and furniſhing the ſame, and 


paying 
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paying Salaries to Schoolmaſters, and providing Tools and Utenſils 
for their Country Labours; it was ſoon evident, that the neceſſary 
Expence of a few Schools would require a greater Fund than Jre- 
land could ſupply.” E | 
The Society therefore found themſelves under a Neceſſity of hav- 
ing recourſe to the Charity and Piety of England (which has been 
ever diſtinguiſhed. for Acts of Munificence ;) and herein their Hopes 
have not been diſappointed, as will appear from the Liſt of Eng1i/b 
Bene factors which has been Yearly publiſhed, and will continue fo 
to be. | | 11.Y | 

In: Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over their Secretary, 

Jobn Hanſard Eſq; furniſhed with proper Credentials for' ſoliciting 

and receiving Benefactions; in which he proved very ſucceſsful, 
It was likewiſe thought adviſeable to ſet on foot a Correſponding 

Society in London, who reſiding in that Metropolis, might be inſtru- 
mental in procuring and remitting Subſcriptions and Donations, and 
keeping up a regular Correſpondence with the Incorporated Society in 
Dublin, in order to inform them of all Occurrences, and to commu- 
nicate their Sentiments and Advice, as Occaſion ſhould require.  - 

This proved a very eaſy Work ; for ſeveral worthy Perſons, ani- 
mated with a Zeal for the Honour of God, and a Spirit of Charity 
towards the poor deluded Natives of Ireland, preſently offered their 

Aſſiſtance; and having firſt contributed their own Benefactions, 
formed themſelves into a Society for that End, and -have brought in 
a plentiful -Harveſt of Benefactions to recruit the Fund. 

By theſe ſeaſonable Aids, the Society have been enabled to extend 
their Schools into ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, through the En- 
couragement of divers Gentlemen, who have given in Perpetuity one 
Acre of Land, and ſome of them a greater Quantity, for the Site 
of a School on their Eſtates, beſides beneficial Leaſes of ſmall Farms 
contiguous: to every School, to be cultivated and improved by the 
Labour of the Boys; ſo that the Society have at preſent under their 
Care and Direction Twenty one Schools, all built and ſupported out 
of their ſlender Fund. The Society call it lender, becauſe it is com- 
paratively ſo, regard being had to the innumerable Multitude of 
poor Popiſh Children, who would fill ten times that Number of 
Schools, for a Succeſſion of many Years, if Means could be found 

Mt D But 
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But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors 
for carrying on this good Work thus far, the Society would hope 
that it will not reſt here, but that God will put it into the Hearts of 
many other Charitable Perſons to encourage theſe.Schools, fince they 
can no where find fitter Objects. For Charity can never be carried 
higher, than to reſcue the. Souls of Thouſands of poor Children from 
the Dangers of Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, and their Bodies 
from the Miſeries of Idleneſs and Beggary. This is not retailing 
Charity to Particulars, but diffuſing it over a whole Nation: It is a 
Charity that will make thoſe who are at preſent a Nuſance and a 
Burden to their Country, become a Treaſure and a Bleſſing to it; 
that will make honeſt and induſtrious Men of thoſe who would have 
been bred up in Thievery and Rags; it is a Charity that will mul- 
tiply obedient and peaceable Subjects to the King, and render the 
\ Proteſtants of Jreland ſafe in their Lives and Poſſeſſions. And it 

will for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſquietudes and 
Apprehenſions, which, upon ſeveral Conjunctures, have alarmed the 
Government and People of England, by reaſon of the near Neigh- 
bourhood of a formidable Body of Papiſts, devoted to the See of 
Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſtigation either of their Prieſts, 
or a foreign Enemy, And it may be obſerved, that though the 
Society's firſt and immediate View in theſe Charter Schools, is to 
cultivate the Arts of Peace, and to make theſe Children uſeful as 
Huſbandmen, Artificers, or Servants: Yet ſhould. the Exigen- 
cies of theſe | Proteſtant Kingdoms demand the Aſſiſtance of theſe 
Boys, when grown up to Manhood, in a Military Capacity; 
the Society is far from thinking that their Education would indiſpoſe 
them to ſerve their King and Country in any lawful Way. And if 
the Iriſh in the Service of France and Spain are known to conſtitute 
the Flower of their Troops; it is to be hoped, they will not fight 
the worſe for being Proteſtants; nor ſhew leſs Ardour in the Cauſe 
of Liberty and of their own Prince, than in that of Slavery, and to 
a Foreigner. K dae 200 vin e rot. 35.0 If.) 
ur; Theſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the Charter Schools, 
if they can be ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they 
will be produced by Means that cannot be objected to; not by Force 
er Terror, not by Penal Laws and Proſecutions, which can only 
make Hypocrites ; but by the innocent and gentle Means of enlight- 
nn | 7 ening 
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ening and inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the pure 
Truths of the Goſpel, and leading them early to that Fountain-head 
which the Church of Rome has cruelly ſealed up. Theſe are the 
only Methods practiſed by the Society, as being agreeable to the Na- 
ture of Man, and to the Genius of the Chriſtian Religion. 

And for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapſing. 
the Society are very careful to tranſplant them to Schools remote 
from their Popiſh Parents and Relations, who would be apt to per- 
vert them. This Expedient, ſo eſſential to the obtaining the Ends 


of the Charter, though it may have eſcaped publick Cognizance, 


has proved an Article of no ſmall Expence to the Society, and will 
continue ſo to be. For to facilitate this Method, the Board main- 
tains a Nurſery in Dublin, conſiſting of a conſiderable Number of 
Children collected from different Counties, and ordered to wait 
there, till Vacancies and Opportunities offer to tranſplant them: 
And the Society ſubmits to this Expence, as being neceſſary to ren- 
der all their other Cares and Charges effectual. 8 

If after all, any Man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme for 
converting the poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that 
Purpoſe, he may be eaſily ſatisfied from the Alarm it has given to 
the Popiſh Prieſts, who have denied the Communion, and refuſed 
Abſolution to thoſe Parents who have ſuffered their Children to be 
received into the Charter Schools, though it be to ſave them from 
periſhing with Hunger and! Nakedneſs. This is a plain Confeſſion 
of their inward Fears and Apprehenſions, that the Charter is laying 
the Ax to the Root of Popery, and will in its Progreſs accompliſh 
that Work by ſweet and inſenſible Means, which has been too hard 
for Coercive and Penal Laws, in a Courſe of fifty Years, 

The Society would make one farther Obſervation, which they 
apprehend to be of conſiderable Importance though little attended 
to; namely, that the Progreſs of theſe Schools muſt, in its natural 
Courſe, gradually aboliſh the great Number of Popiſh Holidays, 
by means of which, ſome hundred thouſands of working Hands are 
kept Idle, *and the Labour and Profit of them loſt to the publick 
Stock for a conſiderable Part of the Year, the very Harveſt not 
excepted.

HE Boys, beſide their common Work of Foddering, gather- 

ing Dung, weeding their Gardens, Flax and Corn, and dig- 
ing Potatoes, have this Year dug four Acres of Fallow for Whear, 
and two Acres ior Flax, They burned two Barrels and a Buſhel of 
Aſhes for Lye, for purging Yarn. They threw down 152 Perches 
of old Ditches; and raiſed from thence, and took off from other 
Parts of the Land, as much Stones as make a fence Wall of 85 
Perches ; and theſe Stones they carried on Hand-barrows to the Place 
where the Wall is; except ſuch whoſe Bulk required a Horſe and 
Dray : And they have gathered in Heaps as many Stones, as will 
raiſe as much more of the Wall. 

They clampt their whole Year's Turf; and aſſiſted conſiderably 
in making and drawing home the Hay. They pulled, rippled, 
watered and ſwingled as much Flax, as weighed when ſwingled 
eighteen- Stone: and they ſtock-carded fix Stone, thirteen Pounds 
and a half of Wool, They made twelve Perches of new Road lead- 
ing to the School ; and aſliſted ſo far in planting eleven Barrels of 
Seed Potatoes, as to ſpread all the Dung, lay the Seed on the 
Ground, and ſhovel up the Earth after the Labourers. They kait, 
on Winter Nights and wet Days, ſixty Pair of Stockings. 

The Girls, beſide Waſhing and the other neceſſary Work of the 
Houſe, have ſpun fix Stone and a half of Wool for Cloathing, and 
alſo ſix Pounds of fine Yarn for Caps and Bands; and thirty Pounds 
of coarſe Yarn for Sacks, and ten Pounds of ditto for Towels ; and 
they have ſpun and twiſted five Pounds of Tarn for Thread. They 
have likewiſe ſpun fifty ſix Pounds of two dozen Yarn for Shirts and 
Shifts ; and have hackled the above eighteen Stone of Flax. They 
have made and marked ſixty Shirts, ſixty Shifts, ſixty Stocks, and 
ſixty Caps and Bands. | 

The Children read well: Almoſt all of them have the Proteftant 
Catechiſm, as well as the Church-Catechiſm, perfectly by Heart.
